eonformiſt.s call powerful preaching, 
when as there 15 nothing at all that 
smeant by themſelves, or can be un- 
derſtood by their Hearers. And this 
made Biſhop Taylor ſay in his Epiſtle 
to the Reader before his ſhort Cate- 
chiſm, That a plain Catechiſm doth 
more inſtru a ſoul, than a whole 
dayes 7 $2n which ſome daily ſpit forth 
tobia men get Chriſt, and perſecute 
| K 4 his 
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his ſervants 5 for he was very well 
aware, that theſe great Zealots, that 
talk ſo much of chriſt and his Inter- 
eſt, were as forward to cheat, ſteal, 
or commit any vil/anies, as thoſe that 
had never heard of Chriſt, or the 
DoGrine that he - preached, And 
indeed, I had now taken very little 
notice of what was then done 
mongſt them, if that idle , empty 
and mfignificant preaching had cab 
ed with the times 5 but ſtill Tfind' 
people ſo ſ{tudious to deceive, and 
ſo willing to be deceived, that ſuch 
prattle , amongſt many, ſtill bears 
the name of theonly ſaving, powers 
ful and edifying preaching. Andins 
deed, though I will not accuſe 6 
very one of that party, that now 
ſtand ſeparated from us, of the ut- 
| moſt extravagancies of theſe follies 
yet Iam very certain, that the great- 
eſt part, or at leaſt the moſt famous 
and prevailing amonſt them, are 
generally addicted to: canting, ins 
ftignificant phraſes and tedious tay- 
tologies 5 that ſhould we cone 
© Ss tne 
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- their continual religiozs nonſence, 
with the indiſcretions of the Coz- 
formiſts, thele would appear tolera- 
bly ſober and wary Rhetoricians, 
And this 1s ſo plain from what 
has been already mentioned , that 
yery little need to be ſaid further; 
but only it happens that I have now 
by me a Book call'd, Apples of Gold 
for young men and young women 5, a 
Book lo famous amongſt them, that 
it has to my knowledge deceived 
the world to ng leſs than eight 
Editions : and yet when we look 
into it (notwithſtanding the ſubje& 
s very large and profitable ) we ſhall 
tkere find little beſides Chriſt, the 
Foul, Conſcience, Faith, and ſuch like 
yery good words, over and over 
repeated to very ſmall purpoſe, and 
as often uſher'd jn with an engag- 
ing and crying introduction of, Ah! 
young men 3 and ſometimes, Ah! 
young men and women. It is all one, 
Sir, where you open the Bock, his 
Rhetorical humour 1s ſo very much 
the ſame.

that is higher than your ſelves, legs 
upon the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as John 
did ; John leaned much (Joh.21.26,) 
and Chriit loved him much.

upon Chriſt's wiſdom: , lean upon' his

it of popular deceit, than popular Rht- 
torick : but having ſet out with the 
word lear, for the. fine figurative 
oiſe, and eaſineſs together, that is 
to be continued as long as lungs

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can hold , never minding to what 
it is joyned, or how it 1s applied, 
And whence do you think , Sir, 
came al this idle rant about lean- 
ing ? only from Johr''s being placed 
next to our $4v70vr at Srpper, and 
laying his head or elbow in his boſom ; 
therefore, young men, if they would 
leaning, they mult ra their heads 
to our Savioxrs purſe, and pat 
their e/bows 1nto his ezes. And from 
this place of Scriptare alone ariſe 
all cheir infignificant cartzg, about 
abelicver's leaning and rolling upon 
Chriſt, it being no where elſe men« 
lord in the whole New Teſtament 3 
but only where it is- ſaid, that Ja- 
cob leaned upon the top of his ſtaff. 
And as he here runs away with the 
word leaning 3 ſo the very ſame me- 
thod he uſes for any thing elſe, 
that he ſhall happen upon.

O the 
ories that an old Chriſtian can tell 
yon, of the evil of ſin, of the bitterneſ 
of ſin, the deceitfulneſs of ſin, the pre« 
walency of ſin, and the happinefc of the 
conqueſt over ſin! O the ſtories that 
he can tell you, of the ſnares of 8 
fan, the devices of Satan, the tems 
ptations of Satan, the rage of Satan; 
the malice of Satan, the watchfulneſi 
of Satan, and the ways of triumphing 
over Satan! Theſe you ſee, Sir, are 
ftories which an old Chriſtian, anold 
Diſciple can tell you. But do you 
not think, that one may procurea 
very young Chriſtiaz, ſuch as Ibe& 
fore-mentioned, who by the help of 
two or three Syſtemes, and a little 
Skill in 7zdexes, ſhould be ableto 
tell you as many divine ſtories as 
theſe, and a hundred more, if it 
ſhould be convenient ? may not he 
in a ſmall time learn to begin with 
divine 
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divine Rories of God, the Scriptures, 
Chriſt,the Holy Ghoſt,of Sin,of Satan 5 
and may he not improve in the uſe of 
| his Syſteme, and 1n time venture to 
turn 0n,and tell you divine ftories of 
the Covenant of Grace, of the Sacra» 
ments,of the five points,of the texCom- 
mandments,'or of any thingelfſe, with 
yery great eaſe, according - as he 
thinks to continue his divine ſtories. 
«ſuppoſe, Sir, . it were needleſs. to 
g0-about to ſatisfie you further, that 
thisgzfted fort of preaching, that pre- 
tends more than ordinary . to .come 
fram above, has as little in it of diff- 
tulty or miracle, as of profits I can- 
- not, I muſt confeſs, imagine wherem.

ties. If they do I cannot. help it 
but however, I bleſs Almighty Gel 
that I was born of Chriſtian Parents,
